AN OPEN LETTER TO GIFFORD 


PINCHOT: 
PSEUDO-PROGRESSIVE

HIS is an open letter to Mr. 


Gifford Pinohot: 


Mr. Pinchot, you havo 


been brought into this campaign 
in Wisconsin, by reactionary in- 
fluences in this state that fully 
appreciate the need of haying 
some color of "prograssiveism" 
given to the candidacy of Irvino 
L, Lenroot for the U. S. senate.
